| Editorially Speaking | 
~ Will You Be One Of Them? 


What does it mean to be a nurse? You’ve heard all the high- 
sounding and trite phrases — “being of service to your fellow- 
man”; “fulfilling a high call to duty”; “being your brother’s 
keeper,” and all the other age-old platitudes. 

But in reality, being a nurse boils down to one thing that 


corporal works of mercy. And doing the corporal works of mercy 
is definitely no snap. It calls for a lot of hard work, patience, 
understanding, and everything that a really good Christian 
should have. ; 

Don’t ever think though, that all the nursing -profession 
offers is a challenge. True, it does offer a challenge, and a 
mighty impressive one, but it offers so much more in the way 
of rewards for any young woman who has stuff enough to accept 
the challenge. So let’s look at the reward a young woman who 
chooses nursing as a profession can look forward to. | 

In the first place, there’s a good deal of satisfaction that 
comes from being able to help somebody who’s sick and who 
needs your help — providing you know how. And that’s one of 
the things nurses’ training give you — know-how. 

We said above that nursing offers a challenge. Well if any 
two things ever went together, they are a challenge well-met and 
good character. Talk to any girl who’s been through :a nursing 
school, and you'll have to admit that here is a pretty well-poised 
and well-balanced young lady. That's because she’s met this 
challenge that nursing offers, and in the process of coping with 
it, she’s gained immeasurably in determination, judgment, stick- 
to-it-iveness and consideration. In short she’s been through one 
of the best character-building courses ever devised. 

But let’s get down to the more mundane level. Let’s talk 
about money! This is one consideration we all have to look at 
in choosing a profession. Well, according to latest reports, the 
average hospital staff nurse in the U.S. earns $2,460 a year. Civil 
Service nursing jobs start at $3,100; salaries in the armed forces, 
at $2,565 plus subsistence and allowances which bring the total 
close to $4,000 a year. Visiting nurses should start at $3,000 
according to the National Organization for Public Health Nurs- 
ing, and executive and adminstrative posts may pay up to $10,000 
a year. 

Then there’s the need for nurses. And it’s a desperate need 
too. According to a recent report, in the U.S. alone, 65,000 more 
professional nurses are needed, 4,000 more for the armed forces, 
18,000 more for aviation and defense industry. In all, 50,000 
more student nurses are needed this year. ae 

Of the young ladies who decide to go into nurses training 
this year, some will work for a B.S. degree in nursing, and at- 
tend a school conducted in conjunction with a college course. 
This takes either four or five years, depending on which school 
they choose. 

- Others will decide on the three year course at a school of 
nursing, and work for an R.N. degree. Both types of training 
are available in the Fort Wayne diocese. : 

For those who wish to take the course leading to a B.S. 
degree, there’s the Holy Cross Central school of Nursing, affili- 
ated with St. Mary’s college at Notre Dame. The diocesan hos- 
pital partaking in this program is St..Joseph's in South Bend. 
| Schools of Nursing are conducted at St. Joseph’s hospital, 
Fort Wayne; St. Mary’s Mercy hospital, Gary; St. Margaret hos- 
| pital, Hammond, and St. Joseph’s hospital in South Bend con- 
i ducts a regular nursing school in addition to the college affili- 
ation.

gaged these two persons to speak on their program would be 
repudiated by most Protestants in this country? 

- Dr. Davies and the POAU must have received quite a shock 
two days later when the Supreme Court of the United States 
supported by a majority vote the imparting of religious instruc- 
tion to public school children under a released time arrangement. 


Rev. Davies believed that the Catholic schools are divisive 
insofar as they separate.Catholics from mingling with children 
of other faiths and of no faith, seemingly not thinking that the 
school year comprises only 180 days, or less than one-half of 
the year, when Catholic children do mingle with children of 
other faiths and of no faith in their neighborhood. How about 
the long three-month summer vacation period, Christmas and 
Faster vacations, other holidays and, for that matter, every day, 
since the child is in ‘school only 5 out of the 24 hours? | 


He believed that the public schools promote Brotherhood. 
not considering that the founder of the Brotherhood Movement 
in the United States was a Catholic priest from Denver. He be- 
lieved that they promote tolerance and unity “without which no 
democratic system can long endure,” seemingly not realizing 
that the organization for which he spoke is doing all in its power 
to promote intolerance and disunity. 


He charged that Catholics are attempting to re-write the 
history of the First Amendment and the history of the American 
tradition of the separation of Church and State. If you would 
know the truth, kindly read the series of articles begun last week 
in this paper on page 1 of today’s issue. They show that 
Catholics have done more than any other religious or secular 
organization to promote the ideals of the Founding Fathers.
